Figurative Decoration: The first full-page miniature (f. 13r), the main scene of which is John boiled in oil, is a painting 
from the workshop of Maitre Francois. After the completion of this miniature, work on the manuscript was halted. A 
second campaign to finish the manuscript was begun by someone in the shop of the Master of Jacques de Besancon, 
who was Maitre Frangois's successor. The donor of the second campaign, a woman, appears the in final miniature in 
prayer next to St. Fiacre (f. 229r). 

Other Decoration: The manuscript is decorated with 2 full-page and 7 three-quarter-page miniatures; rubrics in blue and 
burnished gold; initials in blue, red, and burnished gold; line endings in blue, red, and burnished gold; and bracket 
borders of gold and blue acanthus, ivy-leaves, and flowers.
